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Medical  Matching 


The  following  article,  by  special 
correspondent  Kandy  Kramer, 
appeared  in  the  March  15,  1984, 
edition  of  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch. 


The  Ides  of  March  came  a  day 
early  for  155  students  yesterday  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Campus.  For  them,  fate  rested  in 
a  slender  envelope  from  the 
National  Resident  Match  Pro- 
gram. 

On  the  second  Wednesday  each 
March,  graduating  fourth-year 
medical  students  across  the 
country  learn  in  which  residency 
program  they  will  be  spending 
the  next  few  years  of  their  lives. 

It  is  through  the  match  program 
that  medical  students  and  hospi- 
tals find  each  other.  Between 
October  28  and  November  21, 
students  are  interviewed  at 
various  hospital  programs.  By 
January  11,  the  residency  candi- 
dates must  rank  their  choices  and 
hospitals  must  rank  the  students. 

In  spite  of  a  certain  aura  of 
divine  providence  surrounding 
the  day,  the  final  match  is  not 
made  in  heaven.  All  the  rankings 
go  to  a  special  computer  in 
Evanston,  Illinois,  where  the  final 
pairings  are  made.  Upon  entering 
the  match,  each  student  agrees  to 
abide  by  the  decision  of  the 
program. 

The  news  comes  in  the  shape  of 
an  envelope,  and  the  envelopes 
are  all  opened  by  every  candidate 
across  the  country  at  the  stroke  of 
noon. 

"It's  just  the  weirdest  thing," 
said  one  student  yesterday,  just 
before  the  class  gathered  for  the 
event.  "You  work  hard  for  four 


long  years,  and  in  the  end  it 
comes  down  to  one  little  enve- 
lope." 

At  11:30  am  yesterday,  the 
fourth-year  class  nervously 
trouped  into  a  lecture  hall  to  find 
what  fate  would  hand  them. 

Three  were  especially  well- 
dressed  for  the  occasion,  decked 
out  in  tuxedos  and  toting  cham- 
pagne. One,  Preston  Purdum  III, 
confidently  explained,  "You  never 
quite  know  what  to  expect  on  this 
day,  but  I  didn't  put  on  a  tuxedo 
to  get  my  ninth  choice."

Jim  Jenkins  took  the  opposite 
approach,  casually  strolling  in 
several  minutes  late,  looking  like 
Risky  Business's  Tom  Cruise  in 
his  dark  shades,  jeans,  and  tennis 
shoes,  and  carry  a  six-pack  of 
Busch.  "I  feel  pretty  relaxed  about 
the  whole  thing,"  he  said,  point- 
ing out  his  Mr.  T  lapel  button. 

But  for  most,  it  was  high 
drama,  waiting  for  noon  to  roll 
around.  The  Iong-half-hour  was 
passed  with  a  class  meeting, 
discussing  graduation,  dues,  and 
the  end-of-year  skits  to  come.  The 
crowd  was  noticeably  restless, 


and  pop  tops  of  unseen  beverages 
began  to  occasionally  explode, 
sounding  like  steam  escaping 
from  a  pressure  cooker. 

Dr.  Jean  Saunders,  dean  of 
admissions  for  the  MCV  Campus, 
stepped  up  to  the  podium  and 
congratulated  the  group  on  the 
hard  work  that  led  them  up  to 
this  day. 

She  played  a  major  role  in  the 
class'  success.  Between  May  and 
October  she  had  interviewed  each 
class  member  and  wrote  for  each 
a  letter  of  recommendation  for 
every  program  to  which  the 
student  had  applied.  That  meant 
a  total  of  about  3,600  letters; 
between  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion and  transcripts,  Saunders 
estimated  that  her  office  handled 
about  10,000  pieces  of  paper  this 
year  for  the  class. 

"The  results  are  good,"  she 
smiled  at  the  waiting  faces.  "Your 
class  worked  hard  and  got 
results."  Overall,  88  percent  of  the 
class  got  one  of  their  top  three 
choices  of  residency  spots, 
compared  with  77  percent  last 
year.  Only  10  students  did  not 
match,  resulting  in  a  percentage 
lower  than  the  national  average. 

"The  envelopes,  please,"  she 
said  wryly. 

Each  student  received  an 
identical-looking  envelope. 
Opening  them,  however,  was  a 
highly  individual  matter.  Several 
students  ripped  theirs  open  as  if  it 
were  Christmas;  more  savored  the 
moment  a  little  longer,  holding 
the  paper  in  a  cautious  grasp. 

One  student  pressed  hers 
between  two  hands  and  closed 
her  eyes.  "It's  been  a  while  since  I 
prayed,"  she  grinned.  Slowly,  she

tore  open  the  thin  parcel  and 
peeked  into  the  contents.  She 
mouthed  the  words,  incredu- 
lously, "My  first  choice,"  then 
turned  and  gave  a  high-five  to  the 
student  behind  her. 

Tom  Freeman  turned  to  his 
wife,  Cheryl,  and  his  seven-week- 
old  son,  Kevin.  "We're  going  to 
Newport  News,"  he  told  them.  A 
smile  slid  across  his  wife's  face. 
"That's  where  Kevin's  grandpar- 
ents are,"  she  explained  shyly. 

By  12:01  only  one  envelope 
remained  unopened.  Glenn  Hittel 


stood  in  the  middle  of  the  mad- 
ness, holding  an  unrendered 
document.  "This  is  an  important 
envelope,"  he  said.  "I  want  to 
wait  and  let  my  wife  open  it  with 
me.  She  couldn't  get  off  work 
until  one  o'clock." 

Gradually,  the  initial  shock 
began  to  wear  off.  Steve  Kuehn 
loosened  the  black  tie  he'd  worn 
with  his  tuxedo  and  admitted  that 
being  nervous  about  the  future 
had  not  completely  passed  with 
the  good  news  he'd  found  in  his 
envelope.  "Match  Day  has  been 
exhilarating,"  he  said.  "But  with 
it,  reality  is  hitting  home.  July  1, 


I'll  be  taking  care  of  sick  people." 

If  the  students  had  one  com- 
mon feeling,  it  was  that  after 
years  of  study,  their  lives  finally 
had  a  direction.  They  now  had  a 
medical  specialty,  and  the  name 
of  a  town  where  they  were 
headed.  Tony  Crowley,  bound  for 
Norfolk,  summed  it  up:  "It's  a 
great  feeling  to  finally  know 
where  you're  going."

Secretary's  Report 

As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU,  I  wish  to 
report  to  you  on  the  proceedings 
of  your  association  during  the 
past  12  months.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings  held  on  August 
4,  1983,  September  14,  1983, 
September  25,  1983,  October  4, 
1983,  November  15,  1983,  January 
29,  1984,  May  11,  1984,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  meetings 
conducted  on  September  25,  1983, 
January  29,  1984,  and  May  11, 
1984. 

The  Executive  Committee 
reports  and  recommendations 
were  heard,  accepted,  and  board 
action  was  taken  where  neces- 
sary. 

Treasurer's  report:  received  the 
auditor's  report;  accepted  the 
proposed  budget  and  sent  it  to 
VCU  for  funding  in  1984;  ex- 
pressed opinion  that  funding  by 
the  university  according  to  the 
1979  agreement  needs  to  be 
restudied. 

New  facility  report:  conferred 
on  numerous  occasions  with  the 
architects  about  floor  plans  for  a 
phase  I  project;  continued  com- 
munication with  the  university 
personnel  in  considering  the 
northwest  corner  of  11th  and  Clay 
Streets  as  a  site  for  the  relocation 
of  an  alumni  center;  hired  Jen- 
nings &  Hood  Associates  to 
prepare  a  case  statement  for  the 
projected  alumni  center. 

Membership:  noted  that  alumni 
contributions  have  increased 
during  the  fiscal  year;  expressed 
the  opinion  that  solicitation  of 
alumni  by  the  university  needs 
further  study. 

Nominating  Committee: 
accepted  the  slate  of  candidates 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  1985- 
87  and  the  candidates  for  1985 
officers. 

Scholarship:  increased  the 
Harry  Walker,  M.D.  award  to 
$500  without  drawing  from  the 
principal. 


Chapters:  sought  to  strengthen 
chapters  in  the  areas  where 
meetings  occur. 

House  Committee:  provided 
minimal  repairs  to  the  property, 
including  plastering  and  painting 
portions  of  four  rooms,  painting 
the  front  porch,  pointing  up  front 
brick  steps,  and  some  work  on 
the  roof. 

Editorial  Committee:  inaugu- 
rated the  inclusion  of  the  ballot 
for  trustees  in  the  center  of  the 
February  Scarab. 

Divisions:  allocated  funds  for 
divisional  activities  and  publicized 
their  projects  by  using  monies 
allocated  to  operating  the  office 
for  paper,  postage,  etc. 

Further  business:  selected  the 
Alumnus  of  the  Year,  discussed 
with  the  university  the  need  for 
an  alumni  office  computer/printer 
system,  welcomed  entering 
students,  provided  a  dance  for 
the  seniors,  planned  Reunion 
1984.

President's  Report — Dr.  George  J. 
Oliver,  Jr. 

"In  the  past  three  years  a  major 
portion  of  the  time  spent  by  your 
officers  in  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  association  has  been 
the  hours  spent  in  discussion 
with  university  personnel  on 
several  major  interlocking  topics. 
The  preparation  of  our  annual 
budget,  the  funding  of  the 
operations  which  are  centered  in 
the  Alumni  House  basement 
office,  the  solicitation  of  annual 
giving  funds  from  alumni,  the 
need  of  modernizing  the  office 
through  the  acquisition  of  a 
computer/printer,  and  the  feasibil- 
ity of  creating  an  alumni  facility  to 
serve  as  a  focal  point  on  campus 
for  faculty,  staff,  students,  and 
alumni,  are  among  those  topics. 
Much  has  been  said  on  these 
subjects  and  it  is  hoped  that  in 
the  remaining  six  months  of  this 
term  of  office,  in  addition  to 


conducting  the  regular  order  of 
business,  that  we  can  continue 
dialogue  with  the  university 
personnel  and  achieve  with  their 
help  and  your  help  the  solutions 
to  our  immediate  problems. 

The  upgrading  of  our  head- 
quarters is  a  tremendous  under- 
taking and  it  will  require  the 
support  and  participation  of  a 
large  segment  of  the  alumni.  The 
alumni  association  is  rapidly 
becoming  much  more  than  a 
mechanism  for  social  gatherings 
and  with  alumni  help  the  goal  of 
promoting  the  welfare  of  this 
school  can  be  achieved."

In  accepting  the  past  presi- 
dents' pin  Dr.  Watlington  said  he 
had  had  an  excellent  team  of 
officers  helping  him  serve  the 
alumni  association. 

Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award 

Dr.  Oliver  asked  Mrs.  Mae  Belle 
Lee  Smyth  to  present  the  Alum- 
nus of  the  Year  Award.  She  said, 
"The  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award 
is  the  most  prestigious  award  this 
alumni  association  can  offer.  I  am 
pleased  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  present  this  year's  award  to 
one  of  our  distinguished  mem- 
bers.

"She  has  been  verv  active  and 
dedicated  in  her  work  with  the 
alumni  association.

Intense  evaluation 

Every  ten  years  the  university 
conducts  an  intensive  self-study 
as  part  of  its  reaffirmation  of 
institutional  accreditation  from 
the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  (SACS). 
After  more  than  a  year  of  coordi- 
nated efforts  by  administrators, 
faculty  members,  and  students 
serving  on  committees  and 
through  individual  efforts,  the 
self-study  was  completed  in  the 
fall  of  1983. 

A  visiting  committee,  ap- 
pointed by  SACS,  used  the  self- 
study  as  base  for  an  on-campus 
review  in  April  as  part  of  the 
review  process  for  reaccreditation. 

During  the  visit  committee 
members  made  an  in-depth 
evaluation  through  meetings, 
conferences,  interviews,  and 
record  inspections. 

The  self-study  process  began  in 
the  fall  of  1982.  Eleven  university 
standards  committees  were 
formed  with  each  committee 
assigned  one  of  the  11  standards 
for  reaccreditation  as  set  forth  by 
SACS'  College  Delegate  Assem- 
bly. 

A  committee  representing  each 
of  the  standards  included:  Pur- 
pose, Organization  and  Adminis- 
tration, Educational  Program, 
Financial  Resources,  Faculty, 
Library,  Student  Development, 
Physical  Resources,  Special 
Activities,  Graduate  Programs, 
and  Research. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the 
MCV  Hospitals  for  the  academic 
programs  and  the  goal  of  quality 
patient  care,  the  university  added 
a  Hospital  Committee. 

Each  standards  committee 
conducted  a  university-wide 
study  on  its  respective  standard 
and  the  resulting  11  reports  were 
incorporated  into  the  final  report 
for  submission  to  SACS. 

In  addition,  13  academic  unit 
self-study  committees  examined 
the  purposes,  goals,  and  adminis- 
tration of  their  respective  schools 
or  units  by  responding  to  the 
standards  and  the  accompanying 
questions  in  the  SACS  self-study 


manual.  Results  of  these  examina- 
tions were  compiled  in  a  written 
report  and  submitted  to  the 
University  Standards  Committee 
for  incorporation  into  the  self- 
study  report. 

Elaine  Rothenberg  directed  the 
self-study  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Self-Study  Steering  Com- 
mittee chaired  by  Dr.  Howard 
Sparks,  associate  vice-president 
for  academic  affairs. 


Auxiliary  auction 

Renovation  has  begun  on  the 
Zeigler  Houses  located  around 
the  corner  from  MCV  Hospitals.

House,  a  project  initiated  last  July 
by  the  MCVH  Auxiliary  of  VCU,' 
is  scheduled  to  open  the  first 
week  of  December.

and  a  Seth  Thomas  antique 
grandfather  clock.  Also  included 
in  the  auction  are  vacations, 
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antique  furniture,  and  jewelry,  a 
power  boat  and  trailer,  and 
private  cooking  lessons  from  chef 
Paul  Elbling  ot  La  Petite  France. 
There  will  be  a  silent  auction  of  30 
items  valued  at  more  than  $100. 

The  auxiliary  hopes  to  establish 
the  event  as  the  top-notch  charity 
auction  in  Richmond.

Foundation  grants 
over  $750,000 

MCV  Foundation  has  awarded 
grants  and  allocations  totaling 
more  than  $750,000  to  schools  at 
the  university's  MCV  Campus 
and  MCV  Hospitals  for  the  1984- 
85  fiscal  year,  which  began  July  1. 

MCV  Hospitals  will  receive 
approximately  $86,000  in  grants 
to  purchase  new  equipment  and 
enhance  patient  care.  Nearly 
$672,000  will  go  to  the  various 
schools  on  the  MCV  Campus  to 


support  professorships,  research 
endeavors,  and  student  scholar- 
ships. 

Funds  designated  to  support 
teaching  positions  will  benefit  the 
Department  of  Internal  Medicine, 
the  Department  of  Surgery  and 
the  Division  of  Immunology  and 
Connective  Tissue  Disease  in  the 
School  of  Medicine;  the  Depart- 
ment of  Orthodontics  in  the 
School  of  Dentistry;  and  the 
Department  of  Pharmacology  in 
the  School  of  Basic  Sciences. 
Research  grants  will  be  used  to 
purchase  new  equipment  for 
laboratories  in  the  Massey  Cancer 
Center  and  also  to  aid  investiga- 
tors of  cardiovascular  diseases. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  will 
add  terminals  and  printers  to  its 
data  processing  system  and  the 
School  of  Nursing  will  receive 
funds  for  public  relations  and 
student  recruitment  efforts. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year, 
the  MCV  Foundation  will  cover 
the  production  costs  of  television 
public  service  announcements.  In 
previous  years  these  television 
spots  have  won  national  recogni- 
tion and  awards.  The  MCV 
Hospitals  Health  Line,  a  tele- 
phone information  service  on 
health  matters,  is  promoted  in 
these  spots  to  create  a  better 
statewide  awareness  of  the 
quality  programs  and  care  at 
MCVH. 

The  MCV  Foundation  was 
organized  in  1949.  Its  goals 
include  supporting  a  substantial 
number  of  health  related  research 
and  teaching  positions  and 
achieving  the  highest  quality  of 
medical  care  available.  These 
goals  are  dependent  upon  the 
interaction  of  all  clinical,  research, 
and  educational  programs  on  the 
MCV  Campus. 

The  MCV  Foundation's  endow- 
ment is  a  pool  of  assets  invested 
to  provide  growth.  Interest  and 
dividends  provide  funds  for 
grants,  while  the  principle  of  the 


endowment  is  normally  not  used, 
and  thus  continues  to  have  long- 
term  growth. 

Each  year  gifts  are  added  to 
existing  funds  and  new  funds  are 
established.  In  the  past  year,  the 
MCV  Foundation  attracted  eight 
new  funds  and  received  $568,842 
in  gifts.  The  main  sources  of  gifts 
for  the  MCV  Foundation  are 
bequests  and  life-income  trusts.

Rising  to  new 
heights 

The  new  $12  million  building  for 
the  university's  School  of  Phar- 
macy and  Department  of  Pharma- 
cology and  Toxicology  was 
dedicated  June  1  as  the  Robert 
Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.  Pharmacy/ 
Pharmacology  Building. 

The  seven-storv  structure 
located  at  410  North  12th  Street, 
houses  classrooms,  special 
laboratories,  conference  rooms, 
and  administrative  and  faculty 
offices  for  Virginia's  only  phar- 
macy school  and  also  consolidates 
the  facilities  of  the  Department  of 
Pharmacology  and  Toxicology. 
While  the  department  is  part  of 
the  School  of  Basic  Sciences,  it 
plays  a  strong  role  in  the  educa- 
tion of  pharmacy  students  as 
well. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy,  with 
more  than  330  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students,  is  located  on 
the  first  through  fifth  floors.  The 
Department  of  Pharmacology  and 
Toxicology,  which  is  among  the 
United  States'  largest  and  most 
heavily  funded  programs  using 
federal  and  private  research 
grants  and  contracts,  is  located  on 
the  sixth  and  seventh  floors. 

The  building  was  named  for  the 
late  R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.,  the 
last  president  of  MCV  before  it 
merged  with  Richmond  Profes- 
sional Institute  to  form  VCU  in 
1968.  He  was  only  the  fourth 
president  of  MCV,  which  was 
founded  in  1838. 

Funding  for  the  building 
included  $10.5  million  in  general 
funds  appropriated  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  private 
contributions  from  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  university.  A  special 
gift  of  $1.2  million  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  E.  Claiborne  Robins,  Sr.  was 
the  largest  private  contribution  to 
the  building  fund. 
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Commencement 
recognition 

During  May  commencement 
exercises  for  more  than  3,200 
graduates,  the  university  awarded 
an  honorary  doctor  of  laws 
degree,  the  Edward  A.  Wayne 
Medal,  and  two  Presidential 
Medallions. 

T.  Justin  Moore,  Jr.,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Dominion  Resources  Inc.  and  its 
subsidiary,  Virginia  Electric  and 
Power  Company,  was  commence- 
ment speaker  and  received  an 
honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree. 
William  E.  Massey,  Sr.  received 
the  Edward  A.  Wayne  Medal.  Dr. 
Daniel  T.  Watts  and  John  A.  Mapp 
were  the  first  recipients  of  the 
university's  Presidential  Medal- 
lion. 

Moore  helped  create  and  serves 
as  board  chairman  of  Richmond 
Renaissance,  a  nonprofit  corpora- 
tion utilizing  both  private  and 
public  funds  to  promote  economic 
development  in  Richmond.  He 
chaired  the  Governor's  Task  Force 
on  Science  and  Technology,  which 
proposed  the  Center  for  Innova- 
tive Technology,  and  is  a  former 
campaign  chairman  of  the  Rich- 
mond United  Givers  Fund  (now 
the  United  Way  of  Greater  Rich- 
mond). 

In  1970  Moore  was  elected 
president  and  board  member  of 
Vepco  and  became  board  vice- 
chairman  and  chief  executive 
officer  in  1978.  He  became  board 
chairman  later  that  year. 

Massey,  who  received  the 
Wayne  Medal,  is  a  philanthropist 
whose  generous  and  continued 
support  has  helped  build  the 
university.  His  generosity  helped 
the  Massey  Cancer  Center  to  be 
completed  and  is  named  in  honor 
of  Massey,  his  wife,  Margaret  H. 
Massey,  and  his  brother,  the  late 
Evan  Massey. 

The  medical  facility,  located  on 
the  MCV  Campus,  is  involved  in 
diagnosis,  treatment,  research, 
and  education  related  to  cancer. 
Massey,  a  native  of  Ansted,  West 
Virginia,  retired  as  chairman  of 


the  board  of  the  A.  T  Massey 
Coal  Company  Inc.  in  1977,  after 
more  than  50  years  of  service. 
After  his  retirement,  Massey 
assumed  the  presidency  of  the 
Massey  Foundation,  which 
contributes  to  many  educational 
and  charitable  causes. 

Watts,  recipient  of  a  Presiden- 
tial Medallion,  is  credited  with 
developing  the  university's  School 
of  Basic  Sciences  into  a  nationally 
recognized  program.  He  was  the 
school's  dean  from  1966-82, 
during  which  time  it  grew  from  a 
small  program  into  a  school  that 
now  ranks  in  the  top  ten  in  the 
United  States. 

The  School  of  Basic  Sciences 
now  offers  advanced  degrees  in 
eight  biomedical  sciences  and  is 
first  in  Virginia  in  the  number  of 
advanced  degrees  awarded  in 
biomedical  disciplines.  Watts 
retired  as  dean  in  1982  with  the 
title  of  professor  emeritus  in 
pharmacology  and  toxicology. 
Mapp,  who  also  received  a 
Presidential  Medallion,  is  the 
retired  dean  of  VCU's  Evening 
College  and  Summer  Sessions. 
During  his  tenure  from  1964-78 
the  evening  college's  enrollment 
grew  and  eventually  ranked  first 
nationally. 

Mapp  remains  involved  with 
the  university.  As  a  vice-president 
of  the  board  of  the  Shepherd's 
Center  of  Richmond,  he  helped 
create  the  "Free  University" 
classes  for  senior  citizens  which 
are  taught  largely  by  emeriti 
faculty  and  staff,  including  Mapp. 
He  also  has  his  own  consulting 
firm. 

Undergraduate  degrees  were 
conferred  to  2,139  students  at  the 
bachelor's,  associate's,  and 
certificate  levels.  Graduate 
degrees  for  1,155  students  were 
awarded  at  the  master's,  doctor- 
ate, and  professional  levels. 

Of  VCU's  12  schools,  the  School 
of  Business  produced  the  largest 
number  of  graduates,  with  599 
receiving  undergraduate  degrees 
and  140  receiving  graduate 
degrees. 

The  university's  other  schools 
awarded  the  following  number  of 


undergraduate  and  graduate 
degrees:  the  School  of  the  Arts, 
423;  the  School  of  Education,  242; 
the  School  of  Community  and 
Public  Affairs,  235;  the  School  of 
Allied  Health,  224;  the  School  of 
Social  Work,  164;  the  College  of 
Humanities  and  Sciences,  550;  the 
School  of  Nursing,  204;  the  School 
of  Medicine,  176;  the  School  of 
Dentistry,  121;  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  105;  the  School  of 
Basic  Sciences,  46;  the  Division  of 
Continuing  Studies,  44. 


Treating 
substance  abusers 

New  methods  of  treatment  for 
drug  and  alcohol  abusers  were 
presented  at  the  first  annual  Hoff- 
Robinson  Symposium  on  Sub- 
stance Abuse  Medicine  in  June. 

Dr.  David  Knott  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee,  a  nationally 
known  physician  in  the  field  of 
substance  abuse  medicine  who 
has  established  several  treatment 
and  research  centers  in  the  South, 
discussed  "The  Future  of  the 
Drug-Alcohol  Enterprise:  Science 
vs.  Craft." 

The  Hoff-Robinson  Symposium 
was  established  to  address  major 
issues  in  the  field  of  substance 
abuse  medicine.  The  symposium 
is  named  to  honor  Dr.  Ebbe  Hoff, 
founder  of  MCV  Hospitals' 
Division  of  Substance  Abuse 
Medicine  in  1948,  and  Elisabeth 
Robinson,  a  social  worker  in  the 
division  since  1953. 

Both  Hoff  and  Robinson  have 
recently  retired  and  were  recog- 
nized at  an  awards  ceremony 
prior  to  Knott's  presentation.
